CUSTOMS RETURNS

the year. The excess of imports over 
exports during those months is $396 
millions as against $604 millions fo= 
the same period in 1933. Imports 
have fallen from $1,063 millions to 
$795 millions and exports from $459 
millions to $399 millions, ‘The de- 
crease of §268 millions can almort 
entirely be accounted for by a few 
specially depressed items, Thus if the 
Inerease of $13 millions in machinery 
and tools be set off against the $10, 
millions decrease, in coal_and $3 
millions decrease in groceries and 
sugar, it will be seen that decreases 
of. $183 millions in cereals, $52 
‘millions in candles, soap, ofl, $37 
‘millions in various cotton piecegoods, 
Blk goods, ete, lone give a total 
decline of  §242 millions.

Following consultation, it 
was felt. that the postponement was

‘Torms of the South-West

Retrenchment in Government Expenditure 


From the above figures, it may be 
noted that the estimated income 
{rom the Customs has been increased 
by $6,000,000 in comparison with the 
‘original budget. This is the result

CONGRESS POSTPONED | 


Oct, 26. 
‘The decision to postpone the Fifth 
National Congress is inspired by the 
belief that the breathing space 
will enable Canton and Nanking to 
come to closer agreement in eli~ 
minating differences now keeping| 
them politically apart. It will pro- 
bably be admitted that Dr. Wang 
Chung-hut must have displayed 
considerable diplomatic gifts dur 
ing his recent visit to the South 
it it can now be comfortably be- 
Heved that virtual agreement is in 
sight. Canton’s relations wit 
Nanking have varied from cor 
diality to coolness in the last four 
years, At times there have been 
fears’ lest the habit of “killing 
Kruger with the mouth” would 
lead one or other party into defini- 
tely hostile military action. Fortu- 
nately the fervour of political elo- 
quence~mainly on telegram forms| 
has been corrected by the! 
friendly understanding established 
between General Chiang Kai-shek 
‘and General Chen Chi-tang. And 
it must be added that Mr. Wa 
Ching-wei, in his capacity as Pres:- 
dent of the Executive Yuan, ha: 
been conciliatory in his language| 
when discussing Canton’s divergent 
point of view. In the special ci: 
cumstances it has not been surpris 
ing that unfriendly observers have| 
affected to discern signs of a com- 
plete rupture between Nanking and. 
the spiritual home of its present 
Government. After all, it is not 
altogether unreasonable to believe 
that a central authority possessed. 
of decidedly superior military. 
forces may be inclined to ponder 
over sanctions when it perceives 























certain revenues being calmly 
diverted by a provincial ad- 
ministration, Nor is it surprising 


that, viewing the military concen- 
tration in Kiangsi, there have been 
in Canton questions which have 
asked: “After the Reds what,..2” 


China continues to prove that 
she, above all, is the country where 
things are not always what they 
seem. So, if Canton has been with- 
holding revenue to spend on the 
development of a strong standing 
iwfence force and Nanking has 
been turning Nanchang into a 
veritable Hindenburg Line, it is to 
be understood that neither party 
wishes to imperil the process of 
unification. On the occasion of the| 
Double Tenth, General Chiang Kai- 
shek and Mr. Wang Ching-wei both 
gave this journal the privilege of 
publishing special messages in. 
which the appeal for political 
co-operation obviously contained a 
friendly gesture to Canton. Such 
an attitude had the wisdom of 
strongth—strength purposely diffi- 
dent and unaggressive.  No-on2 
would suggest that, whether on 
account of the “New Life” move- 
ment or other portents, Chinese’ 
politicians were proceeding to grow 
wings. ‘The old Adam cannot be 
exorcised even from political 
pirations in countries where regard | 
for the public weal is held to be 
more firmly established than in 
this land. Nor can the peculiar 
genius of Cantou’s vivacious indi- 
vidualism bow suddenly to the 
apparent steadiness of Nanking’ 

controlling sway. Yet the greater| 
attention paid to realities at Nan-| 
king may be shedding a gentle: 

glow on a situation which, funda-| 
mentally, has serious economic’ 
difficulties requiring co-operation 
rather than dissension for their’ 
solution to the general benefit. The 
Generalissimo, during his present 
tour in the North—interrupted, it is 
hoped, only for a short time while 
he undergoes hospital treatment— 
has shown a lively appreciation of 
the importance of rural reconstruc- 
tion. In Canton the provincial au- 

thorities, despite their unfortunate 
handling of fiseal policy, have dis- 

played. considerable solicitude for’ 
progress. ‘These tendencies surely 

Suggest that mere political differ~ 

fences should be reduced to their 
proper proportion in adjustment of 











[relations between the two major 
Jpariners in the Kuomintang. 

Reduced to the simplest terms, 
jit may be said that unity can be 
reached if Nanking can be assured| 
jthat Canton’s representation in| 
the Kuomintang is not inimical to} 
the preservation of political equili- 
Jorium. On their side the spokes- 
Jmen of Canton have to be con- 
vineed that unification has not to 
be purchased by acquiescence in 
‘an open military dictatorship con~ 
‘centrated in General Chiang Kai- 
shek’s hands. These are purely 
‘domestic matters in which the out- 
isider is not greatly concerned, ex- 
cept in so far as their ultimate set-| 
tlement conduces to the — better 
jand more coherent administration 
jof the country. It is obviously un- 
satisfactory ‘that, while General, 
|Chiang Kai-shek is openly wel- 
lcoming “legitimate foreign invest- 
ment”, a series of erratic official 
regulations in Canton should im- 
[pose impossible inequalities and 
handicaps on foreign enterprise. 
[The sensible approach made by 
|General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
jrepresentatives in the North to the 
removal of obstacles to Sino-Jap- 
lanese co-operation is deprived of 
lsome of its beneficent influence 
when, on that account, the Gov- 
jernment is assailed from Canton as 
fa betrayer of China's interests. The 
ichief sufferers from these political 
inconsistencies are the people of 
China. ‘They lose a sense of diree- 
tion. ‘They are uncertain of the 
meaning of official politics. Full 
power to grapple with economic 
difficulties is withheld. Whether 
the technical plea that the defence 
Jof the country cannot be conveni- 
jently in the hand of a single cen- 
tral authority is valid or not, must 
lbe left to China to determine. It 
lmay not be out of place to remark 
that if that plea is only technical 
‘a compromise is easy to suggest. If, 
jas seems probable, it is inspired 
jby reluctance to approve of Gen- 
leral Chiang Kai-shek’s _ personal 
lascendancy, the adjustment of 
ideas may be intractable. It seems 
junfortunate that the plain evidence 
Jot the Generalissimo’s achieve 
ments and success in keeping the 
Government at Nanking on an 
leven keel has not dissipated 
learlier_ mistrust. Yet Dr. Wang 
\Chung-hui may have been the 
bearer of convincing arguments 
which, in themselves, have pro- 
impted the postponement with the 
hope of ultimately ensuring an 
honourable agreement. The next 
few months will disclose the 
justice of that view. If the out- 
standing points of difference are 
removed, then China may go into 
political conference in a stronger 
junity than ever in her recent 
history. 








SILVER CAUTION 
Oct. 29. 

‘The survey of a fortnight’s work- 
ing of the Chinese Government's 
export duty on silver and its 
“flexible” attachment justifies the: 
view that caution has satisfactorily 
‘come to correct the original depar- 
ture from a sagaciously prescribed 
policy of inaction. Perhaps too 
close an analysis of the considera- 
tins which are taken to govern 
the operations of the experts, called 
in by the Government after the 
event, cannot be attempted at 
juncture. It were easy, for ex- 
‘ample, to dilate on certain incon 
sistencies which are apparent in a 
disclaimer of currency management 
when the metal basis of that 
currency is subjected to arbitrary 
adjustments in price. The idea of 
‘an embargo is repudiated and yet 
‘experience of the last two weeks 
suggests that something very like 
jan embargo has been in force. No 
[doubt the situation will be changed, 
lwhen and if the Government decides 
to make the applicable rate of e3 
port duty that ruling at the time a 
declaration to export has been filed 
and approved. But it is not neces- 
sary to press this and other points 
of criticism too far. Nor boots it 
now to inquire the method ot 
deciding where the export of silver 
in redress of the balance of trade 
ends and speculative adventures 
begin. Just as the original decision 
to “do something” showed a human 
desire to follow popular politico- 
economic trends in the world at 
large, so the present, if less specta- 
cular, operations may be not un- 
fairly described as proceeding by 
“trial and error” in compliment to 
the fashion prevailing across the 














Pacific and elsewhere. It is indeed 
appropriate that since the Chinese 
‘Government holds President Roose- 
velt responsible for the conditions 
which prompted its action, its 
advisers should avail themselves of 
ja technique to which he has given 
so respectable a standing. 

‘The prevailing feeling in study- 
ing the position is one of reiief, on 
account of the evident desire to 
vindieate conservative principles of 
fnance when dealing with a radie- 
ally inspired and, possibly, rash 


be in their confidence, it is reason 
able to assert that the experts to 
jwhom the Government has en 
frusied the care of the “‘exi- 
ble wand” ‘are not likely to 
{eopardize the reputation for 
oundness which has been 
laboriously and gradually created 
in late years. ‘They are wise. In 
quietly but unmistakably directing 
their efforts to maintain as_much 
normality 98. can be preserved 
while using the powers abnormally 
placed at their disposal, they are 
Going much to reconcile confictinis 
loyalties —to the Government and 
to their own professional apprec 
tion of the realities at issue. They 
probably hold the view that tims 
{ required to elucidate the positioa 
which the new move has ereated 
Even now the process of education 
is developing. It is distinctly 
assisted by occasional disclosures of 
Surprise and disappointment in the 
country of this silver move's origin. 
If definite conclusions regarding 
the influences of speculative export 
on the situation can eventually be 
determined, further guidance to 
policy will accrue. The Govern- 
ment can at least, Gnd satisfaction 
inthe apparent steadiness which 
has supervened after the wildness 
of the first few days of the experi 
Iment. It cannot afford, however, to 
nore the importance of cultivat- 
ing public confidence which is 
always a delicate plant and some- 
times apt. to droop if the atmos 
phere is allowed to develop exotic 
peculiarities. 

When the mists gradually with- 
draw from the situation it is 
probable that the realities of the 
trade balance will again come more 
clearly into view and throw into 
the background the intangible 
figments of speculation. ‘The desire 
fof the experts to operate the 
flexible duty as part of an oscil 
Intor which, within the major 
fiuetuations ‘of world prices, Dre~ 
serves a modified range of move~ 
ment, indicates a firm intention to 
permit ‘the normal effect of the 
Feaction of exports on imports to 
regain its sway. Therefore the 
energies of the Government should 
be directed toward a speedy 
stimulation of the country's indus~ 
tries. ‘The recent removal. of ex- 
port duties on certain commodities 
has. already” produced favourable 
results. Consideration of the pos- 
bility of abolishing the remaining 
fexport duties might well carry this 
emedial process. further. Atten- 
tion, too, might be paid to the 
handicaps imposed on industries by 
regulation and. local interference, 
such as were revealed by special 
latices in these columns last week. 
Of what avail is it to applaud the 
abolition of likin when other even 
more burdensome disabilities press 
no the activity of the exporter? Not 
Tess valuable would be the exten- 
sion of efforts for the grading, 
testing and marketing of the staple 
articles of export which are being 
ejected in favour of the products 
of other ‘countries where greater 
aitention is paid to standards and 
|quatities. Nor, ignoring for the 
‘moment the adverse effect of de- 
lining imports on the Customs 
revenue, should the Government 
be inclined to rely too much 
on the apparent diminution in the 
‘excess of imports over exports 2s 
compared with the figures for. 1988 
The unascertainable but admittedly 
enormous increase in smuggling 
‘must wipe outa good ‘proportion 
of this reduction. In these circum- 
Sances the export of silver ir 
redress of the balance of trad> 
\gains greater significance. Whether. 
that actually is a line of argument 
{which commends itself to the 
responsible authorities cannot, of 
|course, be definitely stated, but the 
wisdom of the modified handling 
of the “exible wand” with the 
feclared intention of allowing 
events to take their course, within 
limits, will be perceived. If it 
eventually leads to a virtual resile- 
ment as the weeks pass, no-one 
‘will be greatly shocked.

JAPAN AND GENEVA 

Oct, 30. 
In March, 1935, Japan’s notice of 
withdrawal’ from the League of| 
Nations of which she is an original 
member, expires. Piquantly it is 
now disclosed that the Japanese 
Government is anxious to ascertain 
how it can continue to partici- 
pate in the League's technical, 
‘social and humanitarian activities. 
‘There is precedent, of course, in 
the association which the United 
States of America, a non-member, 


Geneva. And Japan has long! 
made it clear that, for various 
Teasons, she expects to retain the 
mandates held by her under the 
League's auspices, even when her 
full membership has lapsed, With- 
out discussing the reasons which! 
induced Japan to give notice| 
of withdrawal, it is possible to 
regret that decision and, indeed, to 
regard it as unnecessary. ‘The 
essence of that collective system 
lwhich the League is set up to work, 
lies in the freedom of members ‘0 
hold and express divergent views. 
Japan felt aggrieved that the out 
‘come of the Commission of Inquiry 
for which she herself moved in| 
1931 was, in important. respects, 
adverse to her own judgment of 
the issues involved. Many people 
have felt that she would have been| 
far better advised to have remained 
in the League in justice to her! 
‘own strongly-hold views. Whether| 
the League handled the Manchu-| 
rian problem with appropriate] 
skill is a matter of opinion, Much! 
of the criticism levelled against iti 
hhas been self-contradictory. Too 
little regard has been paid to the| 
basic fact that the League is what 
its members make it. So Japan's 
decision to withdraw is all the! 
more regretted. One point may 
validly be made in Japan's favour. 
Tnexperience and excessive zeal in! 
the League's bureaucracy led to 
the display of undue partisanship 
by League officials unconnected 
with ‘the Lytton Commission. It 
was. not sufficiently realized that, 
while technical advice could quite 
properly be offered to China, more 
care should have been taken to 
ensure that Japan's status as 
equal claimant to the League's 
political and judicial services was! 
safeguarded. 

The parting from Genev 
Japan, by her own action, 
apparent disadvantage. She wé 
exposed to the dificulty of refuting 
the view that the absent are 
‘always wrong. Unwittingly, per- 
haps, she stirred up inher own 
mind suspicions of the _ac- 
tivities of a body with which 
she was in process of dissolving 
Dartnership. It is generally agreed 
that her break with the League 
has severely shaken that organiza- 
tion. It may directly have en- 
couraged other sdefections and $0 
has engendered a loss of faith in 
what, at one time, was greeted 
with high hopes. That the decline 
in the League's prestige has ac- 
lcentuated the world's fear of the 
recrudescence of war is significant 
of the fundamental soundness of 
the principles which actuated the 
founders of that great international. 
fellowship. ‘The talk of alliances 
‘and pacts has revived the spectres| 
of the pre-war struggle for arma-' 
ment supremacy. They surely 
Point clearly to the same disastrous 
climax. Even .now Japan herself 
is engaged in’ discussions which 
hhave about them an ominously) 
familiar ting. Fortunately the 
‘economic and psychological state of 
mankind is still disposed toward 
the desperate maintenance of peace 
The horrors of the cataclysm have 
not yet spent their influence, al- 
though a new generation to which| 
they are but a second-hand night- 
mare is rapidly coming to the fore. 
Faced with the symptoms which 
any competent historian can detect, 
the minds of responsible men and| 
women tun. steadfastly to the 
need for return to the League. 

For although Japan and Germany 
alone have definitely withdrawn— 
eaving out of account America’ 
Prenatal defection—other members 
are losing their enthusiasm and are! 
apparently cultivating the with- 
drawal state of mind, This has| 
inspired a strong effort to ralty| 
renewed support for the collective] 
system. Signor Mussolini's declara- 
tion in favour of reform of the! 
League was an early indication of| 
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received with mixed feelings, It 
has apparently given the League 
needed strength, ‘That strength 
will be dangerously illusory it 
Russia's intention can be assessed 
‘on no higher basis than a desire 
to use the League in diplomatic 
manguvre against Japan. The 
‘League would then be, not an in- 
strument of peacemaking; but a tool 
in the hands of the  peace- 
breaker. Japan's desire to keep 
her line of approach to Geneva 
intact is, therefore, to be welcomed, 
Her resumption of full member- 
ship would remove much reproach 
from Russia's acceptance of th: 
‘League's invitation. There is no 
ground for supposing that the mere 
continuance of technical and social 
membership implies a readiness to 
cancel the notice of withdrawal 
Yet the maintenance of contact 
with Geneva may, if properly and 
sympathetically treated by Japan's 
colleagues, give her heart to at- 
tempt a realignment with the 
workers for world-peace. Thy 
friends of Japan are more numerous 
than she sometimes is disposed to 
believe. They only regret that 
the condition which she, rightly or 
wrongly, has imposed ‘on herself 
makes it difficult for their friend- 
ship to find its fullest expression, 
A generous gesture on her part 
‘would probably bo met more than 
halfway by one equally generous 
from Geneva, Her improved rela~ 
tions with China prompt the sug~ 
gestion that the stubborn prejudices 
of two years ago can be shelved. 
‘The process, if leading by the road 
back to the League, may conceivably 
eliminate some of the anxieties 
which Japan, in existing cireum~ 
stances, is likely to find oppressive.

So, in the 
long run they may succeed in 
bringing relief to the bemused 
arbiters of the destinies of nations. 
‘The qualities which are demanded 
for the triumph of the Modern 
Puck may conceivably develop gifts 
of -prevision and sagacity specially 
suitable for dispelling the perplexi- 
ties of the age. On that note it is 
perhaps too fanciful to dwell over~

LLOYD'S REGISTER 
Oct. 27. 
Last Sunday, according to the 
annual report of Lioyd’s Register 
of Shipping, was the hundredth 
anniversary ‘of the establishment 
of Lloyd's (on October 21, 1834) 
asa Society representative of 
underwriters, merchants and ship- 
owners. Tt had been in existence 
then, for 4 years in Lloyd's 
Coffee. House “as -.an Under- 
writers’ Register, but the organiza~ 
tion as is it now known is just 
a hundred years old. The report 
contains much of technical interest 
to those engaged in the various 
phases of the shipping industry 
Dut, pethaps, no more pregnant 
remark is to be found in the whole 
book than the following— 


In face of the existing conditions, 


it may not be amiss to recall the 
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fact that, in the course of the last 
huntired” years “ot the Society's 
history, shipping has experienced 
several periods of severe depres 
sion; but, as time has shown, these 
periods "eventually passed and 
were succeeded by years of great 
activity and prosperity. This en- 
courages the hope that, with the 
steps now being taken to relieve 
the conditions which bear 50 
nly upon shipowners in general 
‘and tramp shipowners in parti 
cular, we may again, in the near 
future, see a return to a reasonable: 
‘measure of prosperity for merchant 
shipping. 
its significance is to be found in 
the fact that the carriage of goods 
lby sea cannot take place without 
the existence of international trade 
jand the statement of the position 
jin terms of shipping, is but one 
manner of stating the whole pro- 
position. What shipping has ex- 
Iperienced in the last hundred years 
Inas been also the case with trade 
jim general, and the improvements 
which are to be found in the 
lannual report may be taken as 
indications, not only of an improv- 
led position with regard to the 
business with which it so specifi~ 
Jeally deals, but with international 
lcommeree as a whole. 
In this respect it is interesting. 
to note that the report refers to 
ithe continued, if somewhat slow, 
reduction of the amount of world 
tonnage laid up unemployed. In. 
two years it has been reduced 
from 15,000,000 to 8,000,000 tons. 
‘A picture of the development of 
the world’s tonnage may be gained. 
by some very telling figures. In 
1914 world tonnage amounted to 
149,000,000 tons: by 1931 it had 
risen to 70,000,000 tons and has 
Jnow shrunk to 65,000,000 tons. 
[That total is still in excess of the 
Jdemand of the freight market, but 
the gradual elimination of super- 
/fuous vessels leads to the nope 
that, in a comparatively short 
lwhile, there will be a better 
balance between requirements and 
the facilities which the tonnage 
|supplies. The increase in the tonaage 
Jobviously followed the necessities 
lot the world, firstly, during the 
jwar, and, secondly, ‘during those 
years of boom, when the world 
Jwas busily engaged in repairing 
ithe enormous wastage that hostili- 
ties had brought about. The lean 
lyears which have followed have 
ed to the laying up of a large 
jnumber of vessels and, to a very 
large extent, their ‘elimination. 
though not yet at a rate likely to 
loring the —_speediest benefit. 
INevertheless, it looks as if the 
shipping industry has learned a 
lesson which other departments of 
lcommercial activity have, _ap= 
parently, still to appreciate. They’ 
lave discovered the need for 
lcutting tosses and restoring their| 
business to something more approx- 
mating prewar conditions. It 
lhas heen, and still is, a painful 
Jousiness, ‘but the general impres- 
sion to be gained from reading the 
lreport is that, if commerce as a 
lwhole were doing the same thing 
jas shipping and seeking to return 
to normal bases at a similar ate, 
improvement would still not be so 
lremote as it at present appears. 
While, of course, the Register 
ldoes not deal with all the shipping 
lunder construction throughout the 
|world, it covers so large 
portion as to be taken as 
ling the true state of affairs with 
regard to shipbuilding or at any 
rate to supply useful information 
for the drawing of comparisons. 
|The peak year for shipbuilding’ 
lappears to have been 1919-20 
Jwhen under Lloyd's supervision 
1,299 vessels, representing 4,422,~ 
J640 tons, were under construction. 
For 1938-4 there were only 242 
vessels, totalling 804,610 tons. In 
|June, 1934, there were 172 vessels 
Jot 915,698 tons gross_under con- 
struction, of which $55,545 tons 
Jwere being built in the British 
isles and the balance of 360,153 
tons elsewhere. ‘The Report very 
rightly remarks that the confidence| 
lof shipowners throughout _ the 
jworld in the survey and classifica 
tion of Lloyd's Register is shown 
by the fact that these’ figures 
represent nearly 95 per cent. of 
the “total tonnage ing in 
Great Britain and Ireland and 
jmore than 75 per cent. of the total 
junder construction in the world. 
iit is interesting to note that the 
lactivities of Lloyd's through their’ 
jsurveyors stationed in so many 
parts of the world is extending in 
Jdirections other than .those solely 
leonnected with shipping. Thus 
they carry out tests on structural 





‘steel for HM. Office of Works, 
jana foreign governments, public 
‘institutions and private under- 
takings have made use of the 
|Society's surveyors for inspections 
fot a wide range of material and 
jitems of machinery plant, includ- 
jing land engines and boilers,

The next 
General Election is expected to 
throw its shadows early in 1936 and 
the prospect of seeing a strong in- 
tux of Labour members into the 
next Parliament deserves careful 
lconsideration. The divisions within 
the Labour Party have _ been 
lappreciably lessened by the South- 
port Conference. Sir Stafford 
Cripps bowed his head to party 
lorthodoxy and the clumsiness of 
the onslaughts made on him by hi 
Conservative opponents was re~ 
Jwarded by his election to the 
Labour Executive. This means that 
the hope of seeing the ablest 
Labour debater at loggerheads with 
is chiefs has been destroyed. 
‘Meanwhile the Government's 
lown ranks—swollen as they are— 
jare by no means happy. The 
Labour element is practically non- 
lexistent, except for the Joyous 
figure of Mr. J. H. Thomas. ‘the 
Liberals are compactly led by Sir 
John Simon but they miss the 
weight of the Samuelites. The 
Conservatives are in better trim. 
(Their chief weakness is a desire 
to give to their numerical superior 
jity a greater significance than 
either Mr. Baldwin or the elector- 
Jate of 1931 appeared to intend. 
JMoreover, for the moment, the 
Indian controversy is unsettling 
them. It is expected that that 
jelement of uncertainty will be 
removed by painless operation in 
the coming months. Yet until that 
‘consummation has been achieved 
ithe party's machinery is bound to 
jcreak. ‘The Conservative showing 
in by-elections of late has been 
poor, except in those constituencies 
lwhere their ascendancy has been 
virtually traditional. It will be 
admitted that they have a difficult 
role to play in support of a Gov- 
fernment to which they bring so 
preponderant a total of adherents, 
‘The temptation to break away and 
stand on their own programme is 
great. What that _ programme 
jwould be it may be dificult to say. 
‘The mere effort to outline it might 
produce serious cleavages. In many 


respects the right-wing of the 


party differs from its left-wing 
(and, incidentally, its leader) as 
strongly as from the Liberals who, 
under Sir Herbert Samuel, have 
Jerossed the floor of the House. Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald has returned, 
it is said, in good health. His 
jmuch-talked of retirement to 
“another place” is therefore post 
Jponed. Experience teaches, how- 
jever, that a holiday does not 
always eliminate the dangers of a 
breakdown when the full strain of 
joffice is again shouldered. To a 
man of Mr. MacDonald's tempera- 
ment it may be impossible to hus- 
band his strength with the care 
prescribed by medical advice. If 
it became necessary for Mr. Bald- 
win to step permanently into his 
Jshoes the question of the resump- 
tion of the Conservative Party's 
full responsibility might become 
acute. Evidence of the general 
{trend of public opinion is against 


the present revival of party 
struggles. To begin with, the 
National Government has’ not 


completed its task. Recovery has 
been welcomed but whether it has 
arrived as a permanent resident or 
merely a week-end visitor has not 
been determined. Looking back 
Jon the three years it will be 
jagreed that, thanks to the Gov- 
lernment’s firm persistence and to 
the magnificent discipline of the 
people, a remarkable improvement 
jall-round has been effected. Un- 
Jomployment has been reduced, 
finances have been put on a sound 
footing, trade has revived and dis- 
plays many healthy characteristics. 
Yet, unless there be a more speedy 
Jdevelopment in the external trade 
Jof the country toward the dimen= 
sions of the pre-slump era, anxiety 
Is likely to linger. In other words 
jso much depends on the success of 
other countries, notably the United 
States of America, in recovering 
economic equilibrium, that Great 
Britain cannot afford to be too 
complacent. Therefore the elector 
ate's mandate scill runs. ‘The Gov- 
Jernment may have lost some of 
the interest so vividly displayed in 
1931 in its regard. Tt has not lost 
the country’s confidence. That 
confidence is mainly based on the 
mandate which enjoined abandon- 
ment of the party spirit for the 
time being. Despite the eagerness 
lof headquarters organizers, the 
British people still says “a plague 
Jon all your houses.” Labour suc- 
cesses may be attributed more to 
Ja desire to strengthen a too weak 
‘Opposition than to any deep- 
rooted antagonism to the Govern 
ment. Judging by the figures of 
fall the by-elections since 1981, 
however, the notion that popular 
support would be forthcoming for 
the pure Conservative party creed 
jseems to be unjustified, North 
Lambeth, even if full allowance be 
Jmade for its ingrained ‘left-wing’ 
tendencies, has given another in- 
Jdivect verdict on that point.

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MELBOURNE'S CENTURY 
‘The commencement of the Milden- 
hall-Melbourne air race which takes 
place to-day draws attention to the 
centenary of the latter city in con- 
rection with which the contest is be- 
ing held. Melbourne was not always 
Known by its present name, and 
when, in 1934, it consisted of rather 
ess than a ‘dozen houses, it was 
known by the native name of Dooti- 
gala, Indeed in June 1836, it con- 
sisted of no more than ' thirteen 
‘buildings eight of which were mere- 
ly turf huts, For two years after 
that date a continuous stream of 
squatters with their sheep moved in 
from around Sydney and from Tas- 
mania to settle in the Port Phillip 
district. ‘The influx was so rapid 
that by 1841 the population of. the 
town was increased to 11,000, In 
the next ten years the population 
rose to about 30,000 and after the 
Alscovery of gold at Ballarat in, 1851 
another influx of population took the 
umber of residents up to 100,000 in 
the course of two or three years. 
Very early in its history the name 
of the place was changed from 
Dootigala to Melbourne mn honour of 
Viscount Melbourne, Prime Minister 
of England at the time of its forma: 





* Hon, who in his turn had taken his 


Aille from the small market town of 
the same. name situated in| Derby- 
shire, Melbourne's population, in 
1032," amounted to no less than 
1,028,900." ‘The early fathers of the 
century old city planned with 
greater foresight than hasbeen 
shown in the laying out of many 
other cities, and the result is that 
tls now very well lald out and re 

markable for @ number of very fine 
Dulldings. ‘The Duke ot Gloucester 
is not the first_member of British 
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‘Of its original foundation Melbourne 
Wwas not incorporated, but that took 
place in 1642 when it first sent mem- 
ibers to the Parliament of New South 
Wales, Some nine years tater a 
strong agitation in the Port Phillip 
Gistriet led to its separation from 
New South Wales and the creation 
‘of a new colony known es Victoria 
of which Melbourne became the 
capital, ‘The celebrations which 
commencéd with the recent arrival 
of the Duke of Gloucester have been 
Gesigned on a large scale, and are 
expected to continue in one form or 
another for some time, indéed until 
the end of the year, ‘The most spec 
tacular. event.ot the | programme, 
however, will undoubtedly ‘be the 
race from England to Melbourne, in 
which a large number of lanes 
Will tako part, Of this there are 
to divisions, one for speed, alone, 
‘and the other for handicap and 
‘speed, and though it is still early, to 

ticipate who is likely to win the 
vent, it is clear from the despatches 
whieh have come to hand, that the

‘ment of explanation in which he out- 
ined ‘all the extenuating  cireum- 
stances in his favour. 

‘Counsel for the defence, Mr. R. 
Evans, made a moving appeal for 
teniency. 

‘Judge A. G. Mossop, in sentencing 
‘Thunder to 18 months’ imprisonment

mum penelty he could impose was 
seven years. The Court, however, 
would fake into consideration a varl- 
ety of extenuating elrcumstances, in 
cluding the refusal of the defendant 
to accept the opportunity to flee and 
the help he had given the Oficial 
Receiver during the investigation into 
his affairs.

‘True Story of 1932 Shanghai War Revealed By 


Commander 


Hankow, Oct, 22, 

‘The recerit speeches in America by 
Gen, Tsai Ting-kai in which he is 
alleged to have denounced Gen. 
Chiang Kal-shek for the part he 
played in the Shanghai war in 1932 
has led a spokesman of Gen. Chiang's 
headquarters to issue a contradictory 
statement which reveals some inter 
esting and hitherto secret history 
concerning the 1932 war. 

"The spokesman was in Hankow in 
connection with ‘the tour of the 
Generalissimo and it is understood 
that he made the statement with the 
full knowledge of Gen, Chiang. 

Brietly, Gen, Tsal” Ting-kat is 
alleged to have accused Gen, Chiang 
Kal-shek “of a series of machinations 
to destroy the 19th Route Army as 
the. spear-head of Chinese Yesistance 
to “Japan,” and. that “the* so-called 
Government... did not senda single 
soldier {o reinforce us at Shanghai, 
fand stopped necessary’ supplies.” 

‘The spokesman here says: 

“Perhaps Gen. ‘Tsai Ting-kal_may 
feel justified in attacking Gen, Chiang 
Katshek because of Tsat's defeat by 
‘the forces of the Central Govern- 
ment when he raised the flag of 
revolt jn Fukien Provinee, but even 
#0, It as hard to conceive that he

Nanking’s Interest in Hsikang: Postal Service to 
Be Extended 


By Tusrrax 


‘Tachientu, Sept. 29. 
‘The past summer has seen a new 
‘thing on the frontier, namely, several 
Chinese expeditions. ' Nanking is now 
keenly interested in Hsikang and is 
determined to do all she can to ad- 
minister this province which stretches 
from the right bank of the Tung to 
the left bank of the Yangtze. Here- 
tofore “Hsikang has very largely 
come under the administration of 
‘Szechuen, a policy’ which has not 
always worked. Now, however, Nan- 
king is desirous that Hsikang shoulg 
‘be included in her programme and 
4g prepared to help and direct the 
‘administration of this province. 
‘Though not tremendously wealthy, 
apart from the large herds of yak 
‘and flocks of sheep, Hsikang occupies 
fan important position, lying as it does 
between China proper and Tibet. It 
thas, and will continue to be, the meet- 








‘that law and order and a wise and 
kindly administration should be main- 
tained, Lawlessness and disorder in 
Hsikang cannot but effect China on 
the one hand and Tibet on the other, 
and Nanking is determined to do her 
part in seeing that this large stretch 
of country enjoy peace and quietness. 

‘The strategic points in the province 
are linked up with Nanking by wire- 
Jess and the merchants, Chinese and 
‘Tibetan, have every facility in using 
this in’ their commercial enterprise. 
In Kanze, a remote outpost on the 
eft bank of the Yangtze, a Tibetan 
‘merchant may communicate by wire- 
Jess with his firm in Caleutta, Dar~ 
feeling, Shanghal or Peking, and 
ecelve a reply in a day or s0, To the 
‘Tibetan who is a firm believer in 
‘magic this is simply wonderful. 
‘That a tiny, insignificant, little instru 
ment in Kanze or Derge or Batang 
‘or Tachienlu will indicate the pric 
fof musk or wool or rhubarb is som 
‘thing the lama cannot do even with 
all his occult powers. The lama has 
a wireless and by means of it he 
claims the power to bless or distress 
his friends and enemies, but it 1s 
sometimes out of order and frequently. 
refuses to function. ‘The lama coerces 
some evil spirit or wicked demon to 
do his bidding and carry destruction 
‘to some enemy who is probably using 
the same wireless mechanism tu 
avoid and avert the disaster. 

Postal Extension 

‘The Hsikang wireless comes directly 
under the Board of Communications 
‘and is, therefore, free from local mili- 
‘tary interference and is always open 
to the merchant in his commercial 
enterprise on the border. 

Another most enterprising adven- 
ture which Nanking is prepared to 
carry out is the opening of numerous 
Chinese post offices throughout Hst- 
kang. Mr, Chan inspector, 
4s now touring the province with the: 
object of finding the most suitable 
laces for the establishment of new 
offices. 

At present there are post offices af 
Dawo, Kanze, Batang, Litang, Yakiang, 
‘and Jurong. Mr. Chang, like most 
inspectors in the Chinese postal ser- 
vice, is a responsible, intelligent, in- 
‘dustrious man, and ‘if the Chinese 
postal system can be advanced in 
‘sikang he is the oMeial to do it. He 
hopes to travel as far west as Derge, 
‘then south to Batang, and back east 
‘again to Tachienlu. Such a journey’ 
‘will enable him to gain a bird's eye 
‘View of this large province and help 
him to discover the points most sult- 
lable to open new post offices. To 
begin with it will not be a means of 
revenue to the Post Osice but it will 
et the draba and the lama see that 
tor five cents he can send a letter to.

parts of Hsikang and enable him to}

‘membering him. Mr. Chang is not 
‘the person to let the Chinese Pos

‘igation. 

Road Building Plans 

‘Mr. Yao, another young official, 
at present on tour in Hsikang dis- 
covering the possibility of motor 
roads. This, compared with every 
other adventure, is a most daring| 
enterprise, Between Tachienlu and 
‘Batang there are thirteen high passes, 
‘the lowest of which is some 14,500 
feot above sea level. This would entail 
tremendous work ‘in road building 
‘and involve the government in con- 
siderable expense. However, the main 
north road to Lhasa is not impossible 
‘and might be developed into a motor 
‘highway. Beyond the Jedo, the first 




















pass out of Tachienlu, the road is 
practically level all the way to Derge 
fn the left bank of the Yangtze. This 
stretch of country would present very’ 
ttle dimiculty and passes through the 
‘most populous part of Hsikang and 
‘touches several wealthy and influen- 
tial. lamaseries. 

‘Another expedition on the frontier 
‘this summer was a Chinese survey 
party, Maps like perambulators 
sometimes go out of date und fre- 
‘quently demand read} sting, This Chi- 
nese survey party sp2t some three 
months on the border and travelled 
considerably during qhat time. Jack 
Young and his party found them 
patiently working their way down the| 
Nya hoping to map the river as far 
as Nya-chu-ka, This was a most dar- 
Ing adventure as Nyarong is very 
precipitous country. “As precaution 
when travelling through rough and 
dangerous country some of the Chin- 
fese surveyors married young Tibetan 
ils, a wise move where there is a 
anguage dimeulty. Some of the 
Chinese surveyors ventured into the 
lawless Shangtrin country and were, 
Indeed, fortunate to get out alive 
again, Of all the wild, turbulent un~ 
surveyed country forming Eastern 
‘Tibet Shangtrin and the Golok are 
probably the most dangerous to travel 
{in and, therefore, the most dificuly to 
survey. That these young surveyors, 
were able to do what they did is 
simply marvellous, Trus. it was only 
beginning but no doubt the work, 
‘will be continued again next summer. 


A Botanical Survey 

‘A further expedition which spent 
several months on the border was a 
botanical survey. Several young] 
Chinese ted by Mr. Liu did 
some very food work and col 
lected in’ all some 1,500 species. 
Considering that the party did not 
‘make any very extended journeys 
this shows considerable industry. Mr. 
[Liu is a graduate of an Agricultural 
College and under him he had several 
‘who were prepared to learn all there 
was to be known about plant collect 
ing. ‘The Chinese botanical survey 
hhad very good luck in being privileg- 
ed to travel and work in conjunction 
with the professor of botany from 
Upsala University, Sweden. As a rule 
‘the Chinese survey travelled with Dr. 
Smith and so were able to see how 
plants were pressedeand looked after. 
Dr. Smith does excellent work and 
is absolutely indefatigable in scaling 
mountains and exploring ravines. 
‘Sometimes the poor fellow has been| 
Tunable to get back to his base and 
hhas had, perforce, to spend a cold 
night out on some lonely mountain. 
‘When Dr. and Mrs. James passed the| 
‘Swedish botanists encampment below 
the Zhara he had experienced just 
such a night. Mr. Liu is representing 
herbariums in Nanking, Peking, and. 
Chungking hoping to leave specimens: 
of his collection in each of these 
fnfstitutions. ‘The Chinese botanical 
‘survey of the Tibetan border is only 
fn its infaney and much remains to 
‘be done. A beginning has been made 
and with 1,500 species to its 
eredit “the present expedition has 
made a good start,

‘Motor Cars Commandeered 

‘The first visit of Gen. Chiang Kal- 
shek to the North-west has been |

‘General Ho Ying-chin has, at last, 
got away from Peking, and it is not

SHANTUNG IMPOSES 
SILVER EMBARGO 


Exports Limited Owing to 
Big Drain by Dairen

Measures for restricting the export 
of silver from this province have been 
‘decided upon by the Shantung Pro- 
vinelal Government after consultation 
with the various banking leaders here, 
Silver has been exported in huge 
quantities recently to Dairen from 
various parts of the province, every 
$1,000 worth of silver yielding a profit

There has 
been no news of rurther develop- 
ments, ‘These missionaries had taken 
the small road” inorder to avold 
‘meeting soldiers on the big road, and 
‘evidently ran into Reds, a consider- 
ably more disagreeable experience! 

Plenty of Taxes 

‘The number of tax. bureaux in- 
creases daily. Even small parcels 
arriving through the Post Omice are 
ot exempt, the amount of tax levied 
frequently exceeding the value of the 
contents of the parcel. We foreigners 
up here will soon have to forego any= 
thing in the form of a foreign manu- 
factured article, and become reduced 
to blue cotton ‘gowns for wear, and 
rice and samshu for food and drini 
‘The tax bureaux insist on a fantastic 
sum as deposit before releasing goods 
with which they are unfamiliar, pend- 
Ing investigation as to the nature and 
‘composition of the goods. 

‘This autumn we are seeing quite a 
number of changes in the personnel 
of the port. An additional doctor 
hhas come to the new Canadian mission 
hospital which has just been opened 
‘on the Lungmen-hao side of the river. 
This hospital isa huge building, 
situated on a hilltop at the bend of 
the river opposite the ‘Tungshul Men. 
IC is equipped in a most medern and 
uptodate manner, and has accomoda~ 
ton’ for ‘60 patients, including ac 
commodation for foreign cases. There 

‘been considerable discussion re- 
garding the amalgamation of this 
hospital with that of the America 
Syracuse Mission but no decision hi 
fag yet been reached, a5 far as the 
writer has heard. A good number of 
mission families and single workers 
have returned from furlough this 
month, full of enthusiasm for their 
work in schools and hospitals.

Afterwards he 
went into the house and attacked 
the man’s wife in the same way, and 
though she was not dead when the 
police found her, she died very 
shortly afterwards. The murderer at 
first declared that he had nothing 
to do with the murder, but muddled 
himself up so in his evidence that he 
finally confessed to the crime. 


Bandits on the Li 

Though there have been no derail- 
ments during the past week, there 
are rumours of heavy fighting having 
occurred between regular Japanese 
troops and large bandit gangs, in 
which it is reported losses have been 
heavy on both sides. No particulars

NEW KUANGTUNG TAX 
TROUBLE 


Shanghai Chamber Protests 
Against Tobacco Impost 


Nanking, Oct. 28. 

A storm of protest has been aroused 
against the collection of an addition 
al tax of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
‘on rolled tobacco by the Kuangtung 
Provincial authorities. ‘The arbitrary 
levy has been enforced since the 22nd 
inst. 

"The Shanghai City Chamber of 
Commerce, in telegrams to the Min- 
‘etry of Finance and the Kuangtung. 
Provincial Government, points out 
that the mew levy imposed by the 
Kwangtung Provincial authorities is 
but another form of likin which the 
Government has already officially 
abolished. 

“The revival of likin, in various 
guises, in the provinces of Hunav, 
Hupeh, Kiangsi and Fukien, the 
message recalls, has been successfully 
Suppressed by’ the Central authori- 
ties. The present attempt of the 
Kuangtung Provincial Government in| 
the same direction calls for similar 
action by the Central authorities. 

‘According 10 Article 5 of the Rei 
ulations .governing the Consolidated 
‘Tax, the message points out, no lev.’ 
may be imposed on any article on 
Which the consolidated tax has al- 
Feady been collected. Rolled tobacco 
being one of the articles on which 
consolidated tax is collected by the| 
Government, the additional tax of 20 
per cent. ad valorem on rolled to- 
bacco imposed by the  Kuangtung| 
Provincial Government is therefore| 
‘contrary to the rules and ordinances 
‘of the Central Government and its 
pa a ed 
should therefore be abolished —im- 
mediately. 

Tn this connection, it is learnt that 
the Shanghai Chinese Tobacco Mer~ 
chants’ guild, at a meeting yesterday, 
decided to” petition the Internal 
Revenue Administration to suspend 
the issue of licences for the tr 
portation of rolled tobacco to Kua 
tung, pending abolition of the illegal 
levy’ by the Kuanglung Provineial 
Government. 

Beginning from the 27th, it was! 
‘also “decided, the Internal’ Revenue 
‘Administration should refuse to re- 
fund the consolidated tax on rolled 
tobacco to any merchants who wil- 
fully pay the illegal levy to the 
Kuangtung Provincial authorities, as 
‘such action on their part is bound 
to stiffen the attitude of the Kuang 
tung Provincial Government vis-a-vis 
this important issue. A petition to 
this effect has been vent to the Ad-

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JAPAN’S SILK INDUSTRY IN DOLDRUMS 


Severe Fall in Prices Causes Japan’s Agrarian 
Distress: Government Study Shortly 


Frost Oux Own Cosnesroxoewr 


Tokyo, Oct. 16. 

‘The extent of the extreme suifer- 
ing expected in the agrarian areas 
this winter is reflected in the call. 
ing of an extrarordinary session of 
the diet for November and in. the 
issuing recently by the war office 
of a sensational pamphlet which 
‘urges national socialism, or some- 
thing very close to it, as one means 
of extracting the country from its 
present dire straits. 

Cocoon prices are down to ¥.525 
this month, or one-tenth of the peak 
price. ‘The 180-mile an hour’ ty- 
hoon which hit the country _ in 
September bas cut down the fall 
riee crop to $3,000,000 kokw (a kokw 
is approximately five bushels), | the 
Worst harvest in the past 22 years, 
‘The tarmers face a dismal winter 
indeed. 

‘OF course, it is not so much the 
rice question as it is silk that is 
the bane of the farmer. ‘The govern 
ment has it in ils power to raise rice 
prices but not silk. With cocoons 
now selling at below cost, both the 
government and the farmers are in 
fa frenzy, They know that there can 
be very little reliet. 

"Although the slump in silk prices 
‘was brought on by the world-wide 
depression, especially that in 
‘America, it is generally agreed that 
returning prosperity will not have 
corresponding effect on silk owing 
to the remarkable progress in the 
produetion of artificial silk in the past 
few years. Everything, In fact, 
points” against a revival of better 
{imes on the farms of Nippon. 

Not many years ago Japan's export 
of raw silk to America was regarded 
‘ag the backbone of its trade, It has 
fallen off so badly in recent | year 
‘that it'Is fast becoming a minor 
ort. In 1925 Japan exported Y.049, 
486,448 in raw silk, mostly to 0 
United "States. In the first six 
months of this year the amount was 
‘¥.116,479,829 ahd the estimates show 
that ‘the year's total will be less 
than that of -¥.255,805,925 for 1939. 


Jnpan Turns to Rayon 

With the advent of artificial silk, 
Japan read the handwriting on the 
wwalland rapidly developed other 
Industries, ‘This is why the country 
‘as a whole is enjoying unusual pros- 
perity despite the sulferings among 
‘the farmers. But prosperity in the 
industrial areas is not helping the 
peasanto much. ‘The government 
fixes rice prices to suit the consumer. 
The manulacturers of artificial silk 
make it impossible to raise the price 
ff the genuine produce even to meet 
the cost of production to-day. ‘The 
farmers, caught between these two 
Aisappointing factors, are in a sad 
predicament, 

It ig not alone in the markets 
abroad that prices have slumped. 
Domestic prices have dropped in pro- 
portion to the increase in artifelal 
ik produetion, which has been 

Something phenomenal in the past 

two years. The only saving grace is 

that” the quantity of’ sales has_not 
dropped anything near the rate of 
decrease in prices. 

‘With silk selling at a loss, the 
farmer has no hope of paying his 
tremendous debts or even to keep up 
the interest on them, much less. to 
purchase now fertilizer, and supplies. 

Barter System 

‘One outlet which is seen by the 
‘more optimistic government officials 
{ig the establishing of a barter system 
of trade between the United States 
‘and Japan. They point out that as a 
result of the decrease in the demand 
for sk in America, Japan to-day 
buys twice as much from the United 
States as she sells. Silk, they point 
out, is the biggest factor in this un- 
‘equal balance. America, they con- 

. elude, should be made to purchase 
more silk. 

‘Apart from the barter question, 
whieh it ie generally agreed is im: 
practical in view first of the pheno- 
menal growth of the artificial silk 
Industry in the United States, and 
second to the fact that it is not so 
much the quantity of silk exports 
that has been cut, but their value, 
the question remains as to whether 
the ailke industry can stand thorough 
reorganization. 

‘In. this field opinions differ only 
slightly, ‘The consensus is that by 
thorough organisation it will reach 
the Ideal of being able to compete 
with “rayon successfully. Through 
‘specializing in luxury articles on 
the one hand, and cutting the cost 
of produetion through the introdue- 
tion of scientific methods on the 
farms, it is felt that the farmers can 
‘turn their present losses into profits, 
small though they may be. 

"The only drawback is that the 
attempt to compete with rayon would 
require the sinking of much capital 
into the business, which only the 
strictest economy’ and co-ordination 
























































‘could ever justify. ‘This will be one 
fof the transcendent issues which will 
jcome up before the special session 
lof the diet next month, 

Future in Balance 

On what is decided at this ex- 
traordinary sitting of the Japaneso 
parliament, may depend the future 
Jot Japan's silk industry,—whether 
it is to degenerate into a village 
industry, or, through governmental 
jaid and supervision in seientific 
fbveeding, inspection, mulberry cul- 
tivation, sorting, brokerage, condi- 
tioning" and subsidies, regain its 
status as the backbone of Japanese 
trade. 

Discussing this problem with me 
recently, Mr. Goroku Imai, a son of 
Mr. Gosuke Imai, head of Katakura 
Jand Co, one of the greatest fla- 
tures in" the world, expressed con- 
|siderable optimism. "As head of the 
main filatures of the company at 
Omiya, near Tokyo, he has been 
supervising experiments in the pro- 
Jduction of cheaper cocoons. 

It should be possible, Mr. Imai 
told me, to double the quantity of 
cocoons and likewise to. cut the| 
lcost of production by half through 
the introduction of scientific methods 
/He-is convinced that the time is not 
distant when the farmers will awaken 
to thelr obsolete methods and will 
begin experimenting with more mod- 
Jern methods. Various improvements 
Jn the ralsing of mulberry leaves 
‘and silkworms are being worked out, 
by Katakura’s experimental | station 
jand are available to. the farmers. 
Heretofore, however, the farmers. 
Fhave been’ content to plod along in. 
{their outmoded way because they 
|were able to compete against rayon, 
[The time has come when this will 
Inot be possible unless the price of 
silk is lowered, so the farmers will 
be compelled’ to improve their 
methods. 








New Methods 

“Already on our farms," said Mr. 
Himat, "the production of cocoons has 
‘been increased from seventeen. kan 
(a kan Is 3.75 kilogrammes) to 50 
kan per ten (a quarter of an acre) 
]with very little increase in the cost 
lof production. This will bring the 
Jeost down to ¥A50 per 100-pounds. 
[On this basis silk will be able to 
jwage any type of price war with 
rayon.” 

‘Moreover, according to Mr. Imai, 
it will be possible for silk to cut into 
the cheaper fields now monopolised 
Jey rayon and to inflict a damaging 
blow on the artificial silk industry. 

‘As two million families or 40 per 
cent. of all Japanese farmers are 
Jengaged in the raising of silk worms 
‘and mulberry trees, Mr. Imal is 
convinced that modern scientific 
methods must and will be introduced 
fon the farms before long. This, he 
eels, is the only salvation for ‘the. 
Japanese tarmer.

‘An increasingly serious view is 
ing taken here of the plight of Japan's 
northeast, which ig reported to be 
hearing famine conditions. 

"Me. T. Yamazaki, Minister of Agri. 
culture, last week made a tour ‘ot 
Inspection through the six affected 
prefectures, and is now preparing @ 
Getailed relief plan. Similar plans 
fare being formulated by the Minis 
tries of Home Affairs and Commerce 
and Industry. 

The stricken districts suffer every 
year from cool weather and floods, 
But last July's floods have been of 
unprecedented severity, inundating 
Sty per cent. of rice fields. An 
average reduction of 23 per cent. in 
the rice crops is predicted for the 
‘affected area. 

‘The farmers are living this year 
fon roots of trees, nuts and acorns 
‘Small amounts of rice have been 
distributed by the village govern- 
ments, but these have been insufl- 
lent. 

‘When Mr, Yamazaki passed through 
the region, be was met at railway 
stations by farmers who presented 
him with bracken cake and acorns, 
‘asking him to taste the food they 
cat. 

‘Should the areas have a normal 
‘crop, the formers will get none of 
It, as the harvests have for many

concern, the Tokyo Electric Light 
Corporation. ‘There are twelve firms 
which have a capitalization of more 
than ¥.100,000,000. ‘The third largest 
concern is the Japan Iron Manufactur- 
ing Co. with a capital of ¥.359,000,000 
and the fourth is the Mitsul Gomei 
Kaisha, with ¥.300,000,000. 

‘The last concern, however, is the 
holding corporation forthe vast 
Mitsui interests, “and if the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha and the Mitsul Mining 
Co, two of Mitsul’s larger branches, 
are’ added to the holding concern, 
Mitsui interests have a capital of not 
Jess than Y.480,000,000, 

‘The Sumitomo Goshi Kaisha, which

Accounts Show Big Deficiency: History and Summary 
of Mission Stations in China 


‘The report of the Church Mission- 
ary ‘Society for the year 1933-34 has 
just been issued. “The accounts show 
‘a ‘defielency on the year's working 

(General Fund) of £10817 13s. 33. 

‘The following extracts from the 

Report have special reference to the 
Far East. 
‘In Western China the earlier part 
of the year under review was mark- 
fed by severe fighting between rival 
‘war lords, and the steady advance of 
Communist: forces pressing in from 
the north and east. Travelling was 
impossible, and none of the usual 
gatherings of the Mission could be 
held at Chengtu. No CAMS. station 
hhas had to be completely evacuated, 
‘but the threats to Mienchow by the 
Communist advance at one time 
‘eauuzed serious anxiety. Happily the 
town has been spared an invasion 
with “the “massaeres and cruelty 
Which have marked the coming of the 
Communists into other parts of the 
province. In spite of civil war and 
Ganger four Bible schools were held 
ft, Hanchow. 

‘The year has held many anxious 
days for the Diocese of Fukien. In 
‘March, 1933, Bishop Ding was cap- 
tured" by bandits. while conducting 
confirmation tour, and was, held 
faptive for a month in the Kutien 
istrict, In December a rebel. gov- 
ernment xained control of Foochow 
celty, and all foreigners were advised 
fo retire across the river to Nantat 
before the eity was bombed and re~ 
taken by the forces of General 
Chiang ‘Kai-shek, ‘The missionaries

Development From 


‘The members of the Numismatic 
Society of China who were present ay 
the third regular fortnightly meetini 
held on Tuesday (Oct. 23), in the 
reading room of the Royal Asiatic 
Soclety, 20 Museum Road, greatly en- 
joyed listening to an able paper by 
f. H, E. Gibson on the subject of 
‘Early Chinese Money.” ° 
Using as illustrations drawings on 
the blackboard of hieroglyphies from 
tanelent spade, pu and sword mones, 
‘and also from’ the famous oracle bones 
‘of Honan, as well as some actual 
specimens. of early money borrowed 
from the Shanghat Museum (R. A. S.) 
for the occasion, Mr. Gibson presented 
a vivid. picture of financial trans 
factions in the earliest periods of 
Chinese history, even delving back 
into the pre-historieal period. He 
showed how the various forms of 
money, mentioned above, evolved 
from objects in actual daily use, till 
finally the common cash coin with a 
square hole was devised, lasting for 
something like twenty-five centuries 
down to the recent Republican period. 
Mr. A. de C. Sowerby, president of| 
the society, in thanking Mr. Gibson 
for his interesting paper, suggested 
the tortoise shell referred to in 
the anclent Chinese writings was not 
the tortoise shell of modern com- 
merce, but the shell of a land tortoise 
Prevalent in those days but now 
extine, 
‘Mr. Gibson's lecture follows in part: 


Inaccurate Dating System 
‘The ancient Chinese had no regular 
system of chronology. There were, 
no exact divisions of periods, and 
historical events were dated from one 
sovereign to another. Long pet 
were calculated by inaccurate 




















‘ad- 
ditional lengths, by intervening reigns 
fof rulers less popular, or, as in some | 


Instances, by pretenders to royal 
authority. Events were, therefore, 
recorded in a more or less traditional 
Prior to #1 BC. there is a long 
period where tradition disagrees. 
Chinere records handed down to us 
earlier than this are more or less 
inaccurate as regards actual dates. 
Not withstanding the fact that the 
ten stems and the twelve branches 
forming eycles were probably in use 
long before the establishment of the 
‘Shang Dynasty (1768 B.C.), it would| 
‘appear from the oracle bone records: 
that the eycle was not used to desig- 
nate a period of years until a much 
later date. Perhaps, through further 
investigation, research and the study 
of the oracle bone Inscriptions, a 
formula for calculating years by’ the|

Pre-Historie Times 


It has not been determined ace 
turately when the metal currency of 
fancient China was actually ins 
gurated. Prior to the period of Shan 
‘Chinese, in the old part of China, 
that vast section of territory lying. 
parallel to the Yellow River and 
extending west to Central Asia, had 
a state of civilization which archaeo- 
logical finds show was well advanced. 
‘The oracle bones of Shang prove that 
the people who first occupied this 
territory handed down to the inhabit- 
ants of this state a pictographic writ- 
ten language, which later developed 
into symbols and became the found- 
ation for the seal character. This. 
with numerous modifications and ad- 
ditional new forms, was the found- 
ation of the Chinese character writing 
‘of modern times. Prior to the Shang 
period, it would appear, the Chinese 
were backward as regards metals, and 
hhad not made the same progress 
hhad taken place in various parts of 
the Western Worl 

We are, therefore, not dealing with 
fan uncultured people when we refer 
to the people of Shang. They had a 
civilization suited to the place and 
period in which they lived. They 
traded with outside nations or triber 
by means of barter. At the same 
time they had a currency of kind 
consisting of pieces of silk, cowries, 
both natural and bone imitations, 
tortoise shell and gems, which in time 
developed into a system of token 
‘money that was later inaugurated by 
the states of Chou. 


‘Tortoise Shells and Cowries 

It is mentioned in the I King that 
the people of Shang had adopted and 
regulated for their own wants a cur 
rency in use among the pre-Chinese 
tribes of Eastern China, consisting of 
tortoise shells of various sizes, and 
cowries, 

From the 17th century B.C. the 
currency of Western Asia consisted 
chiefly of armlets and rings, un- 
inscribed, of various sizes, in’ gold, 
silver and bronze. Fins’ of this 
nature were made in the Caucasus, 
and it would appear that these metal 
objects were east on the Babylonian 
standard of weights, This method of 
currency did not spread to China 
during the Shang period, notwith- 
standing the fact that traders from 
the West began to visit the latter 
state before the end of the dynasty, 
It is probable that they brought metal 
‘objects or money with them. 

In 1131 BC. Wa Wang, son of Wen 
Wang of Chou, overthrew the Shang- 
‘Yin Dynasty and established the Chou 
Dynasty. He was assisted by eight

‘Treasury OMces 

Im 1103, during the 13th year of 
his reign, Cheng, the second King of 
Chou, through his minister Kiang Tai 
Kung, established nine treasury 
offices and regulated currency in 
metal and silk, gold in cubes, bronze 
im rings, in ingots or in plates, to 
cireulste by weight, also silk in pleces 
of a regular size. This historical 
statement is given in the “Chien Han 
Shu," or “Annals of the Former Han.” 
Gold was in square inches, weighing, 
fone chin, bronze money was round 
(in rings) or tongue-like, in squares 
or ingots. 

It must have been shortly after this 
period that the practical minded 
Chinese devised a currency to repre- 
sent the article used in carrying 0!

In 950 BC, in his fitty-frst year, 
‘Muh Wang, King of Chou, through 
hhis minister Liu, enacted his penal 
laws providing for the optional re- 
demption of corporal punishment by 
the payment of fines in “huan” or 
Ring Money, which had been intro- 
duced into Chou from the West. As 
‘arly as 1117 BC. trading parties had 
visited Chou from the West, and it 
was from these traders that the Chi- 
nese of that period learned much 
sbout the working and casting of 

In 852 BC. the records show that 
the State of Chu supplied tortoise 
shells and cowries for currency. This 
would tend to show that metal money 
had not yet become established, and 
that tortoise shell and cowries ‘were 
still being used. 


‘Metal Coinage 


Historical records show that about 
675 BC. metal coinage began to be 
‘come more firmly established, Huan, 
prince of the state of Chi (modern 
‘Shantung), enacted rules for weights 
‘of metallic currency. 

Coins of this nature were inseribet 
with characters indicating their place 
of issue. ‘The knife money of this 
period bears the inscription: Chi 
fan wong ts: kiu huo, meaning “re- 
turnable or reviving currency of Chi." 
The reverse shows san shih, meaning 
“thirty units” Great | wealth | was 
acquired by the state of Chi through 
the salt trade and, as it supplied the 
inland states of Chou, it caused an 
extension of coinage ‘in the states, 








which were forced to pay for their 
supply of salt in metal coinage. Salt 
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}was one of the earlier mediums ot 


| About 655 B.C, the old ring money 
of Chou was first’ inscribed. Also 
about this period all the feudal states 
}of Chou had thelr own particular 
Kind of inscribed metal money. Guild

State Coinage 

From about 500 B.C. to 350 BC, 
spade money was in common elreul 
{ tion outside of the states of Chi and 
Chou. Various issues bore legends 
‘ut many were absolutely plain. Con- 
stant wars between the states pre- 
| vented the rulers of Chou from estab 
{lishing a staple currency. Each 
Meudal state (25 to 30 in number at 
{one time) issued their own coinage 
or, as a matter of fact, the guild 
merchants appear to bave had this 
very much in hand and took advant- 
age of their position. 

‘Square-footed, round-footed and 
pointed-footed pu money was issued 
in not less than 100 or more local- 
ities of the feal states during the 
period 475 to 221 B.C. There is no 
Way of determining the dates. Many 
of the places were entirely destroyed 
during*the conquest by Chin, ‘The 
‘salt traders of Chi became richer 
through their trade, and knife money 
increased in circulation. 

‘The cing of Chu assisted in the 
‘establishment of three boards of fin- 
ance: in Yueh for currency, one for 
gems, another for gold, and a third 
for coins and silk’ 460 B.C) Chu 
rst conquered Wu and then Yueh, 

In 336 B.C. King Wei of Chin is- 
sued hhis first coinage of the famous 
an tiang coins, which remained in 
clreulation for many centuries after 
their first appearance.

Huge Increase in Population 

The growth of Shanghai has stuie 
gered all Imagination. From a. smi 
beginning of less than half a million 
>eople, the population has jumped to 
over $400,000. Now the authorities 
are puzzled as to what to do with the 
‘ack of shipping accommodation, the 
Nosolescence of the existing systems, 
he inadequacy of the road system, 
he trame congestion, the waterway 
lam, and many other such extremely 
complicated questions.” 

‘After paying a tribute to those 
responsible for the development ot 
the foreign settlements, Gen, Wu 
continued: 

‘The two settlements, after a pros- 
perous period of some Atty ¥ 
began {0 feel the pinch of limi 
space. ‘The area has been repeatedly 
‘nereased by treaty or by the bulld- 
ng of extra-roads, but, while it may 
hhave solved to a’ certain extent. the 
problem of "providing residential 
‘quarters, the very urgent question of 
shipping and tramie congestion “re 
mains. unsolved.

Gov- 
‘ernment officials have to inspect the 
factory and the whole intricate maze 
seemingly inseparable from» govern- 
mental operation has to be traversed. 
‘There ‘proved no possibility of ex- 
editing the process and the products 
‘Of unprivileged factories © therefore 
Which were taken on the selling 
{our hed {0 stand in competition with 
others mot so burdened. Needless to 
say sales were few and far between. 

‘On. the face of it, however. it 
seemed that the goods of privileged 
factories would be able to compete 
with similar products elsewhere 
manufactured. Low wage costs ought 
to -eount for something. It was 
assumed. that if a factory was 
“privileged” this indeed was so. In 
advance none of the practical diffi- 
culties herein enumerated could be 
‘sensed. No prior information on the 
pitfalls later experienced could be 
dblained from governmental or trade 
Crganisatios, which would tend the 
lunsuspecting albeit carefully enquir~

‘What was the result for the trader?

Paying Up in Any Case 

To be specific. A department store 
ordered a range of goods. Tn the

Some Actual Examples 

If his investigation had proved that 
the only formidable competitor was 
Japan, in view of the present expand: 
ing world trade of that country large- 
lyon a price basis, there would have 
‘Been no great cause for wonder. 
‘What was a surprise was the  dis-| 
covery that in many products those 
‘of both the United States and Bur- 
‘pean countries could sell for less 
than could the products of Chinese! 
industries. 

‘One of the most notable examples| 
‘of this situation was in the electric] 
fans. Everyone knows that here in| 
‘Shanghai, due to a high protective 
import tariff on the finished goods, 
it is possible to buy Chinese manu-| 
factured fans more reasonably than| 
imported ones.

Forcible Rescue Penalized 


‘An Indian case, which caused much 
interest in Shanghai when it hap- 
ened in December 1020, was revived 
in HM, Police Court on Monday (Oct 
22), when Achhar Singh was charged 
and sentenced to two. months impri- 
gonment by the Registrar, Mr. 1. T. 
‘Morris, ‘for toretbly. rescuing ‘Chan- 
ran Singh, then in the legal custody 
of Det. Sub.-Insp. ‘T Hull 

‘The ‘accused pleaded not guilty to 
the charge and only three witnesses 
were called by the counsel for the 
prosecution, Mr. F. G. Livingstone, to. 
prove the prisoner's guilt, 

In his brief outline of the case, Mr. 
Livingstone said that the accused was 
fone of a number of Indians who 
assisted in foreibly rescuing Channan 
Singh on December 26, 1930. ‘Chan- 
nan Singh was a seditionist, who was 
committed for trial but escaped trom 
the Isolation Hospital. On December 
28, 1930, Det, Sub-Insp, J. G. Creigh- 
ton, Det. Sub.-Insy, T. Hill, Det. Sub 
Insp. S,_V.” Gash," and’ Det.-Hav. 
Basant Singh, visited the Gurdw 
where Channan Singh was found. He 
was actually handcuffed ‘and ‘was 
being escorted from the building 
when the police were attacked by 
other Indians, resulting in the escape 
of Channan Singh. Since then six 
Indians were arrested and sentenced 
to terms of imprisonment, and the 
accused was yet another who assisted 
in the crime and bad been brought 
down from Hankow. 

‘The three, witness called by’ the 
prosecution were Sikh Det.-Cons 
Mellor Singh, who sald he read the 
‘warrant over to the accused at Han- 
‘Kkow on October 18, and escorted him 
back to Shanghai, Det. ‘Sub.-Insp. 
Creighton, who gave supporting evi- 
dence of Channan Singh's rescue. The 




















witness stated that the accused was 
lone of two Indians who forcibly threw 
jhim out of the Gurdwara and hi 
then locked the gates of the com- 
jpound. “He was quite positive the 
Jaccused was the same man. Basant 
/Singh, who was one of the party who 
Jwent to arrest Channan Singh, identi- 
fied the accused as the man who 
ejected Det. Sub.-Insp. Creighton 
‘and then locked the gates on them. 
‘The accused, who went into the 
witness box, said that the evidence

‘the Royat prerogative of assenting to 
sentence of death or life imprison- 
ment, should be submitted to a 
referendum. 

‘The present government possesses 
no outstanding leader, except possi- 
bly Bipul, the War Minister, whose 
attitude may solve the erisis, 

Should the King persist in his 
decision to abdicate, "a Counell of 
Rogency may be appointed, with a 
younger member of the Royal Family 
‘on the ‘Throne, but the proclamation

‘Ascending the throne as the seventh

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THEN AND NOW 
By Manoeen 


Does the traveller of to-day, 
Jwho makes the journey from 
lichang to Chungking, either by a 
luxurious river-steamer in two or 
three days, or by airplane in a few 
hours, realize what this same 
jjourney meant, before the advent 
Jot steam navigation, when the 
passage had either to’ be made by 
native craft or overland? 

As a comparison between then 
land now, the writer records a 
loriet description of a trip made by 
faim in the months of January and 
February, 1900, just 35 years ago, 
in a native boat, when the upward 
voyage occupied 35 days and the 
Jdownward over a week. 

Having occasion to proceed to 
Chungking, the writer, together 
Jwith two foreign friends, decided 
to moke the trip by river, and to 
this end prepara 





The first step was the hiring of 
Ja suitable boat. The boat we 
selected, locally known as a 
IKwadze, the travelling boat of the 
JUpper Yangtze, could be procured 
Jat Ichang at a cost, varying at that 
time, from taels 150 to taels 250 
for the round trip, depending on 
size. 

This craft is of light draught, 
Jand has a flat fore-deck, covering 
Jabout half the length of’ the boat. 
JOn it right in the bow is the 
jtarge “Bow Sweep", an immense 
Joar, projecting some 30 fect over 
the bow, and used to keep the 
boat straight, when ascending or 
ldecending a rapid, or in races or 
Iswirles, when the rudder alone 
Jdoes not provide sufficient control. 
Here are also the side sweeps, 
jusually two or more on either 
side, depending on the size of the 
boat, these provide the motive 
power, and are used in. such 
places’ as the gorges, where the 
Jcurrent is slack and’ where track- 
ing cannot be done. On this deck 
the long bamboo tracking ropes 
Jare coiled up ready for use when 
required. At the after end stands 
the mast, equipped with a single 
lugged shaped sail, which is used 
jin slack water when the wind is 
fair. From the top of the mast 
there is a block through which the 
tracking line leads, the object 
fbeing to carry it as’ high as pos- 
jsible, to avoid fouling the rocks 
Jas the boat passes by. This deck 
is also the home of the crew and 
trackers, here they eat and sleep 
in all weathers. When the boat is 
moving they have no protection 
from wind or rain, any form of 
lcovering would interfere with the 
free use of the tracking lines. At 
the end of the day when the boat 
ties up to the bank for the night, 
ja shelter is fashioned by spread~ 
ling bamboo mats over the deck to 
form a kind of awning, and the 
sides are enclosed in a similar 
Jway, thus giving a measure of 
Iprotection from the elements. 


Immediately abatt this fore deck, 
is a wooden house which forms the 
Jpassenger accommodation. It {s 
built of wood, and roofed with 
lmats laid over boards, and cer- 
tainly lacks nothing in the way of 
lventilation, for there are numerous: 
lcracks between the planking, and 
the windows, such as they are, 
Jwere covered’ with the skin of the 
Joyster shell, the substitute for 
Jglass at that time. The roof nearly 
lalways leaked when it rained, and 
the floor was composed of rough 
jplanks, under which is a kind 
lof hold, available to hold one's 
luggage, stores for the trip, otc. 
|The furniture and fittings of this 
lapartment were simplicity itself. 
[There were one or two cumber- 
Jsome, and very hard wooden 
lchairs, a table, some stools, with 
Jround’ the sides raised wooden 
platforms, on the top of which you 
llay your bed, and in the particular’ 
jcraft in which we travelled was a 
Jsmall altar, complete with red 
candles set round a small Chinese 
ljoss, which presumably represented 
the ‘God of the River. 

In the extreme stern was the 
Jnome of the Loapan (captain), 
his family, and the pilot, and here 

















travelled, it was necessary to 
supplement these primitive ar- 
jrangements, in order to have some 
Jcomfort during a voyage, which 
]was expected to last anything from 
Ja month to six weeks, especially 
iduring the coldest time of the year, 
jand we started by trying to close 
up the numerous racks. This 
was done by filling them with 
Jpaper, and then nailing strips of 
lcanvas over. Our efforts in this 
jdirection, however, were not very 
isuccessful, and we suffered much 
from the’ cold and draught. We 
provided camp beds and bedding, 
installed a cooking stove, provided 
ja lamp or two, filled the windows 
jin with glass, covered the draughty 
Moor with canvas, fitted up one or 
[two shelves for books, bought the 
necessary cooking utensils, and 
last but not least made arrange- 
ments to get a wash. Food in the 
shape of tinned gear, wines, miner- 
Jat water, etc., had to be taken, as 
we expected to get nothing’ en 
route, beyond an__ occasional 
Ichicken. eggs. and pork. Coal for 
the stove, oil for the lamps, and 
the many odds and ends required 
for a journey of this sort, were 
lstowed away in the hold, together 
lwith such clothing as we were 
junlikely to require for immediate 
luse. 

‘Money for incidental expenses, 
payment of boat hire, cumshaws, 
letc., had to be taken. This pre- 
sented some difficulty, for at that 
time, the natives along the Upper 
[Yangtze would not accept notes, 
land seldom even dollars. ‘The 
local currency was in cash of 
Jwhich some 1,200 to 1,500 went to 
the dollar, these cash’ were made 
lup in long strings and each stri 
lweighed several pounds, so that it 
|was impossible to carry’ more than 
Ja dollar's worth or two on your 
person. For large payments, sil- 
iver blocks known as sycee ‘were 
jused, each of these was usually 
the equivalent of 50 taels, and 
when we wanted to pay out a 
smaller sum we cut pieces from 
the block, weighed them with a 
Ispecial scale we carried, and 
fnanded out the number of’ tacls 
required.

In addition to the Kwadze, we 
had as a tender a craft known as 
Hungchuan (Red Boat) so called 
from the colour of the hull, this 
boat was supplied by the officials 
Iwhen foreigners travelled. _ Its 
{functions were to save our lives 
if our travelling boat came to 
grief, and to afford protection. 





lat dangerous places such as the 
rapids to render assistance in case 
lof need. ‘They are sturdy little 
vessels, about 30 fect in length, 
land manned by an experienced 
jerew of boatmen, they are pro: 
jpelled by oars, and steered by a 
liong sweep over the stern. They 
lare official boats, and the men 
wear a red coat, with the Chinese 
characters for “save life” inscrib- 
led on it. In addition to their 
regular wages, the crew used to 
Ireceive a fee of 2,000 cash for every 
life saved, and 1,000 cash for each 
|body recovered. A Red-boat 
laccompanied us all the way to 
\Chungking and back, and we found 
fher most useful, for although the 
lerew had no occasion to save our 
lives, they assisted us in various 
iways, especially in protecting us 
{trom’ the inquisitive crowds of 
(Chinese, anxious to view, the then, 
‘rather rare sight of the foreigner. 
Tt was these boats which saved 





‘second merchant steamer to ascend 
ithe Upper Yangtze, became a 
{total loss on her maiden trip, when 
lattempting to ascend the Kungling- 
tan rapid. So well was the work 
ldone that all the passengers and 
lcrew were saved, and the only 
lman who lost his life was the 
[Captain of the vessel. 

When all arrangements were 
made, we embarked with the 
‘intention of starting at dawn on 
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jthe - following morning. We did 
Inot know then, that a start was 
seldom or never made at the 
fappointed time. Something always 
fhappens to prevent this, the day is 
Inot propitious, the weather con- 
ditions are unsuitable, the current

before we could leave. To cut a 
jiong story short it was full two 
ldays before we actually made a 
start, 
Prior to the departure of every 
Inative craft ascending the river, a 
lceremony had to be performed. "It 
took the form of the sacrifice of 
Ja rooster on the fore deck, accom- 
panied by the beating of gongs, 
la display of fireworks, and the 
throwing of a handful of cash into 
the river. A similar performance 
Jwas carried out before we ascend- 
Jed a dangerous rapid, although the 
lceremony of the sacrifice of a 
rooster was usually cut out, pre- 
lsumably from motives of economy. 
Our crew consisted of the 
[Loapan, pilot, four deck hands, and 
if Tremember correctly, about fifteen 
trackers. This was a comparative- 
lly small complement, considered 
sufficient, however, for our light 
Jeraft. Large junks carry a much 
bigger crew, and it was no uncom- 
Imon thing to employ as many as 
J60 to 80 men in the largest clas 
lof junk. 





All native craft ascend the 
lUpper Yangtze chiefly by haulage, 
focally known as tracking. When 
the wind is fair and the current is 
slack the sail is used. The side 
lsweeps are mostly used on the 
jjourney down river, when the 
Jeratt keeps in the middle of the 
river, they are also used on the 
lupward journey at places, were 
tracking is impossible, “and "when 
there is no wind to fill the sail. 
At the time which I write, there 
lwere a very large number of 


ws trackers employed on the Uppor 


Yangtze, all traffic was done by 
Jnative craft, and all except very 
lsmall craft’ used trackers.’ With 
the advent of regular ' steam 
Inavigation, the number of native 
leraft decreased, so that at the 
present time | the number of 
trackers are comparatively few. 

The trackers led a very hard, 
land at times, dangerous life. 
[Their function is to tow junks and 
Jother craft up stream, and through 
the rapids. ‘This involves the most 
Jstrenuous labour, the haulage of 
heavy craft against a swift run- 
Jning current. At rapids and bad 
places, the boat hardly moves, 
Jsomotimes stops and even slips 
fback. ‘The tow path runs for the 
most part over rocks and boulders, 
land along narrow ledges, cut in the

Under the present system, it is! 
possible to hold block-houses and

Being in mufti 
and carrying Red insignias taken 
from the captured enemy, they aro 
admitted without question, As soon 
as they get among the Reds, they 
Hart troubles to attract the attention| 
‘of the Communist-bandits whist the 
troops make surprise attacks, In 
all cases, members of the Special 
Movement act as an advance guatd 
for the regular army. 


Reds Urged to Repent 

Instead of depending on themselves, 
‘as in the past, the army is now able 
to count on the support of the local 

ple, through the good offices of the 
Pin Ting ‘Tul, Instead of having to| 
post large groups in strategic places, 
It is now possible to do the same 
work with a few score. Co-operation 
is willingly given by the local people, 
who realize that Communism is a 
system which has nothing good in| 
slore for. them. 

‘When the Reds are rounded up, or! 
when they surrender, they are taken 
to concentration camps, or repentance 
camps as they are known, and given| 
lessons pointing out the error of thetr| 
ways and exhorting them to become! 
good cltizens. ‘In this way, it is hoped, 
hey will repent and reslize the folly’ 
of their old habits. 

‘Though it is greatly feared by evil- 
doers, the Pth Tung Tui, which is 
vnder the command of Gen: Kang| 
‘Tsu-min, is generally welcomed by 
the people, who, however, are Kept! 
In ignorance of the members of the 
srgunization. "Only a few of the 
superior officers are known to the 
eneral public and nobody knows who| 
‘are members, excepting the leaders. 
Indeed, even’ members do not know 
their own colleagues in many cases.

It_ is unnecessary to give’ a 
Jdctailed description of the trip up 
iver, or the gorges or rapids, which 
the traveller of to-day can see for 
jhimself. In general, we plugged 
jalong day after day. On some 
days when the going was good we 
covered as much as twenty 
‘miles, on others perhaps eight 
to ten miles. At times, due 
to head winds, especially in 
the gorges, we had to tle up for 
hours on end, and I recollect that 
it took us two whole days to pass 
‘through the Wushon Gorge, a 
distance of some 25 miles, the transit 
‘of which is now made’ in two or 
three hours, We experienced no 
|great difficulty in passing over the 
|rapids, although we sometimes had 
to wait our turn to ascend. At the 
Hsintan, one of the worst rapids 
lat low’ level, we were delayed 
for the best part of a day, 
Jdue to congestion caused 
by other craft which had 
larrived before us. Almost every 
lday we landed for exercise, and 
jwalked along the tow path keeping 
pace with the trackers, or it our 
Kwadze was under sail and proceed- 
ing too fast for us to keep up, we 
‘kept our*Red-boat with us ‘and 
when we were tired, embarked In 
hher and caught the’ Kwadze up. 
We were always an object of 
interest to the natives, afd where 
lever we stopped were soon  sur- 
rounded by a large crowd all 
Janxious to have a peep. On the 
lwhole it was a very interesting trip, 
but the weather was bad and wo 
lexperienced a good deal of rain and 
Jat times snow, or sleet: Our 
‘quarters were very cramped, and 
we had little to amuse ourselves 
during the long evenings when we 
had tied up for the night, or during 
the tong waits caused by head winds 
jor other circumstances. We were 
tired, too, of living on tinned food, 
|supplemented occasionally by a 
scraggy and tough chicken, and a 
ltew very small eggs. The ever 
present crowd got on our nerves, 
jand we were all glad when we 
reached Chungking on our thirty- 
latth day out. 





At that time the foreign com= 
munity of Chungking was very 
small, and consisted of the British 
Jand French Consuls, a couple of 
merchants, and. several missionar= 
ies. These people were quite cut 
loft from the outside world. ‘The 
nearest ports, where stores, clothes 
lete, could ‘be purchased, was 
leither Hankow or Shanghai, and 
the time required for delivery was 
trom six to eight weeks. The 
mails were sont and received about 
twice a week, the upward mail came 
overland from chang by courier, 
land the time of transit was about 
three weeks. ‘The downward mail 
was sent by river to Tehang, in. small 
icheap, roughly constructed sampans, 
especially built for the purpore, on 
larrival they were sold for what 
they would fetch, they never  re- 
turned up river ‘as they were too 
Itrailly constructed to stand the 
strain of coming up against the 
strong current, and passing up the 
rapids. Life was rather dull in
